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East Jordan schools 
balance 02-03 budget 


The East Jordan Board of Educa- 
tion was presented with the district's 
2002-03 audit report last week, show- 
ing an operating deficit of $181,241 
for the year, thanks primarily to bud- 
get cuts at the state level. 


The audit showed final 2002-03 


revenues at $9,743,471 and final ex- 


penditures of $9,924,712. In order to 


finish with abalanced budget, the dis- 
trict tapped into the General Fund bal- 
ance, which wasteduced to $944,444, 
or approximately 9.5 percent of the 


- district’s total budget. : 
“According to Hansen, the goal is 
- to keep .the General Fund balance at . 
|. 10 percent of the total budget, mean- 


ing that at 9.5 percent, “it’s a fraction 
lower than where we'd like it to be, 


but under the circumstances, we're © 


pleased that we were able to build the 


fund over the last five to seven years.” 


“The State took away more than 
$90,000 that it had promised you,” 


said Tom Knott, representing the 


district’s auditing firm, Hill and 
Schroderus of Petoskey, “‘so you've 
got to be pleased that the budget could 
absorb that loss and a little more, and 


still -be in reasonably good shape, 


compared to other districts.” - 


, “Though the adjustment for the dis- 


trict was relatively painless this time 
around, according to schools super- 
intendent Chip Hansen, the coming 
months may be more difficult to navi- 
gate. ‘The State recently announced 
a $900,000,000 deficit for the current 
year,” Hansen said. “Governor 
Granholm won’t be able to manage 
that deficit without substantial reduc- 


. tion in the School Aid Fund.” 
Hansen noted that legislative’ 


sources in Lansing have indicated that 
another Executive Order is forthcom- 


ing from the governor, at a level that - 
- could exceed $150-185 per student, 


Such a cut would mean that the East 
Jordan School District could be | 
ing at a reduction of. more than 


_ $200,000 in State funding. “A reduc- 


tion of that level will be as challeng- 


ing as anything I’ve seen in 20 years.

7 Boyne Mountain 
announces water 
park plans, Grand 


Mountain Lodge 
back on track 


After a long string of delays, things 
are looking up for Boyne Mountain, 
with construction at the Grand Lodge 
once again fully underway, and the 
announcement of plans for what’s 
being billed as Michigan's largest in- 
door waterpark, 

According to Stephen Kircher, 
president of Boyne USA's Eastern 
Operations, the projects will bring 
jobs, and big revenue, to the area. 

“The number of jobs [created] in 
combination should approach around 
300 overall,’ Kircher said, More im- 
portantly, he noted, the Mountain will 
be running around 500 year-round 
jobs. 

The projects, Kircher said, are ex- 
pected to generate about $3 million a 
year in tax revenue, in addition to an 
economic impact on the area he fig- 
ures to be at around $20 million in 
revenue annually, 

After more than a year hiatus, con- 
struction on the Grand Mountain 
Lodge has resumed, with a financing 
package having reached completion 
this week, provided through the Bank 
of America and Wells Fargo. The $50 
million project, overseen by Clark 
Construction Conipany, will be the 


» “anchor of the renaissance plan for 


Boyne Mountain.” 

A condo-hotel featuring 160 suites 
of one, two, and three bedrooms, the 
Lodge will also include an 18,000 
square foot spa, various dining ven- 
ues and lounges, meeting space, an 
indoor/outdoor pool, and ski-in/ski- 
out accessibility. 

According to Boyne USA represen- 
tative Julie Ard, over 82 percent of 
the Mountain Grand suites are pre- 
sold, with better than $33 million in 
purchase agreements. Remaining 
units will be introduced for sale to the 
public in January of 2004,

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BREAKING RECORDS AT Boyne City HIGH, RUNNER THERESEANN ZIMMERMAN IS 


When Boyne City High 
School sophomore Thereseann - 
Zimmerman signed on to run 
her first season in cross coun- 
try, no one really knew what to 
expect. Least of all Zim- 
merman herself. ? 

What she got was a breakout 
season, breaking school and 
field records by wide margins - 
seasoned runners would have 
difficulty imagining. 

At the outset of the season, 
Zimmerman wasn’t really sure 
what she would accomplish. 
‘Y’ve surprised myself a lot,” 
said the modest athlete last 
week, 

Not that she hasn’t got the 
conditioning to support the re- 
sults she’s managed to pull out 
for the season. An accom- 
plished athlete, Zimmerman, 
the daughter of Jane and 
Darren Zimmerman, has been 
playing hockey for a number of 
years, and has participated in 
track since fifth grade. , 

By her first year of high 
school track, said Boyne City 
High School coach Andy 
Place, it was clear that she had 
something special. Her first 
time running the 1600 in com- 
petition, he noted, “she went 
under six minutes the first time ever.” After 
smashing the school record in that event, she 
went on to break the 3200 record for the con- 
ference meet as well, “I told her, I'm going 
to be begging you on my knees by the end 
of the season to run cross country,” Place 
laughs. 

After the conference meet in her freshman 
year, “I went over to Thereseann and her 
mom as they were about to leave, and I said 
‘This is me begging,’” he said. 

Though she was initially concerned about 
a conflict with her beloved hockey, 
Zimmerman agreed to give cross country a 
shot, and commited to putting in that extra 
effort as the two sports seasons overlap (she
